C harafter of a Prophane Debauched Gallant, 
An ingeneral 1s the I/orlds Epitome, but particular- 
ly the Debauched He&or reſembles that, which is 
more antient, the oJd Chaos, waen the numerous 
parts of the Univerle lay confuſed]y therein, in- 
termixed, and jumbled together withour form, or order. 
He calls himſelfGentleman(and may be fo by decent) ſed Ge- 
mus, et Proaves, &t que non fecimus ipfi, vix ea noſtra voco, 'and 
never was honeſt name more abuſed then this of Gentleman, 
ſince from a glorious title, by bad at1ons, it degenerates 
into the greateſt difyrace, and infant 3 common experi- 
ence makes jt appear. that It is in our Heftor, of no better 
ſiznification then this, to denote a Perſon ofa licentious, 
and luxurious life and converſation ; one whofe ſole indea- 
vour is to do what helift , without controule; and commit 
viilainy with applauſe; one tnat eſtcems it baſe, and the in- 
dicium of a low (piritto feara G1d,to owna Law,or practice 
a Religion; one who has ſtudied to bring all manner of 
vices into faſhion; that he 1s i]] bred in his fancy andappears 
non a la mode,that is not through paced in iniquity;and:Tooks 
upon that man as ridiculous as an Antick, who will not 
wirhoutall ſcruple proclaime him(e]fan Atheiſt : and from 
hence may be infer*d, that he is not improperly intitled to 
the name of Spark, ſince it carries ſo much of the Fire of Hel! 
in its ſiznification. 

He tickles himſelf exceſſively in the pleaſing appellation 
of a brick Gallant, and in this is apt to fancy charm enough 
to bring even Heaven it (elf in loye with him, ſince it hath 
engaged the affe&ions of ſo many Terreſirial Angels,as he cals 
them: nay, he imagins that this Heaven muft follow him, as 
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208 did Orphens ; and certainly fo it muſt, and with ſome 


peed too, or he ſhall never ſee it, ſetinghe isalways rurn-

Reaſon. He is a well digeſted Bundle of moſt coſtly vani- 
ties, and is evermore tumbling up and down the ſtreets to 
ſhow himſe}, or obſerve what antick faſhions others wear, 
that by his glorious outſide, he may pollute his filthy in- 
ſide, and ſeems thereby. to excuſe rae many Vices, and Ex- 
travagancies he Is guilty of. 

A mai may call him a Book of methodical Errata's, bound up 
in a veivet Cover, guilt with gold on tie leaves, and boſt, 


and claſpt with Silver : read him over, and you will find. 


hjs Errpurs not Caſual, but ſtudied, and from the total! 
you may gather, that ſometimes he knows huw to fin 1n- 
genioutly. | 

He is a Cabinet curiouſly wrought with much coſt anc. 
ſ\:J2ndour on the outſide 3 open it, you ſhall find iccram'd, 
wita Bawgy-ſongs, Cerds, Dice, and other deiutive trumpery, 


which were beiter quite. empty , then (0 emprily ful. He 


is a piece of ordinary Clay, ſtuck round wita Brito! 
Diamonds 5 pretty ſparkling things, whicn, for. a time, 
might pernaps make a gay ſhow in a Fools Cap, but in a Lapi- 
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diaries ſhbp,among true ſtones,have only ſo miich luſtre :Heft, 
as will prove themſelves to be but counterſeit : ſuch a 
Silly Glow-worm may glitter in the dark,like a ſtar of the Leſſer 
Magzitude, but it's ſplendour 1s totally eclipſed with the 
Riſing Sun, or Man of Wiſdom. . It 1s no ſmall advantage 
for this fine glittering Gallant to live in this night. of the 
World, where that very. darkneſs of Ignorance, which ob- 
ſcures the great Virtues ot ſo many Good men, is the only 
thing, which makes his IWild-fires, Squibs, and Crackers, ſo 
viſibleas to be taken notice of. 

He 15 the Rich Scabbard of a Leaden Spirit, and that very 
dulneſs of Mettal makes him to indure ſo long in the world; 
whileſt the Keener Leal of nobler Souls toon makes their 
way tor them through the Scabbard into Heaven. He is a

Heis a mans Skinfu! of rottenneſs, and profaneſs ; Pon- 
doras Box of diſeaſes ; a Gold Wateh Caſe, with out the regu - 
lar Movement; a itately firufure fild tull of Rubbiſh; or the 
Devils Bed Chamber hung with Arras of Gods own making. 
He 1s no better then a Promethean man, and at beſt , but a 
lump of animatec dirt, kneaded into humane ſhape; and if 
he have any ſuch thing as aSoul(as one would doubt there- 
of, ſince he is ſo careleſs of its Salvation) it ſeems to be

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Mis generall impſoy is to ſcorn all Buſineſs, but the ſtudy 
efthe Modes, and various vices of theſe times, and herein 
he will rack his Brains, #nd Rob his Soul of her reſt, to 
find out amorous intrigues, and Jay politick ſtratagems 
for ſeuſuall fatisfaion, it 1s his Task ever to be doing no-

but to prove himſelfhis own God, by a {econd Creation, 
he indeavours by ſenſuallity, ro make himſelf a Beaſt, and 
js much helped herein, by the ill Prefideat of his Parent, 
which makes his Child (according to the ſaying) over early 
his Fathers own Son; yet truely without char bad example, 
It is a great rarity in this Laſcivious Age to ſee the Earlieſt 
Morning of youth, unclouded by the Fumes and Vapours 
of luſtful deſires. 
} He was ſent too haſtily(being too young )to the Univerſ(i- 
ty, or Inns of Court; and that before he well knew what 
belonged to a Country School ; whether he comes, not t5 
get Law, nor Learning but to inable him ro talk hereaf er 
if of rhe Cultomes, and faſhions of either Place.

When you Jook on his Apparel, you will be apt to ſay, 
he wears his Heaven upon his Back,and it is to be feared,

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that there you ſee 88 much of it,as he ever ſhall, Heis fo 
gaiidily fine, as if he refolyed not only to make his Body 
a Lure for Chalt Beauties to become his Miſſes, and the 
Devil his Mafter, indeavouring by this means to Tempt 
the Tempcor t5 be in love with him. His Suit ſeems to be 
of Lace, or Ribbon trimed with Cloath; and by his varie. 
ty of faſhions he goes nigh to cheat his Creditors, who for 
this reaſon, dare never ſwear him to be the ſame man the 
formerly dealt withal, his Mercer may very well be affraid 
to looſe him in a Labyrinth of his own Silks, or Stuffs, 
which bang (6 looſely about him, as if it wear ever ready 
to fly a way ior fear of the Serjeant.

It is ſe[dom that he {ys his Prayers, becauſe he had rather 
choſe to Starve his S5ul-ro all Eternity, than to receive 
Salvation it ſelf; at the condeſcention, and exlpence of a 
Petition. He leaves ſuch Oraizons to thoſe faint hearted 
Creatures, as hive not the Courage to undergo with a- 
lacrity the Torments of Hell Fire, who will ſtoop lo low, 
as to beg an Heaven on taeir Knees. 

Now iftie Gallant have no Eitate, as it often happens, 
he makes his Vices his Trade, and ſo Trafhcks firit for a 
Living, and then tor Damnation, the Tavern for the moſt 
pare is his Exchinge, where having prepared the way for 
One Wickeduels by another,ſome Drunken cheat 15 uſually 
the Enriching Bargain; and this when diſcover'd,muſt pats 
for an ingentvus Frollick, or a well laid ſucceſsful in- 
trigne, Here he Lives drinking out the day, unleſs he 
be forced to fleep out the laſt Nights intemperance, this 
is the Stage of his Wits Sand his Wantonneſs , and a Ga- 
ming Orginary his Exchequer. He thinks himſe[fa Champi. 
on when he can Kick two down Stairs at once,the Drawer 
and his Bottle, and Sound the Allarm to the Skirmith, in a 
loud noiſe of 12w Faſhion'd Oaths and Curſes ; after this 
walks the Streets as Light in his Head, as his Purſe, and 
mach oftner Salutes the Pavement, then the Paſſengers, 
he Drinks as Stoutly as if he meant to carry Liquor enough 
with him to quench the Flames of Hell. 

To conclude; the Debauched Gallant is a Guilded 
Sinner, or a Royal ſlave, and that hates no name ſo much, 
as that of Chriſtian 3 becauſe he is affraid it would make 
him Melancholy. He Travels over the wide World of Sin 
till he have as little Mony, as Religion, and no- more Cre-
